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I claim 


A game comprising: 

a game board having a general scoring area; 

(b) "6qe or more blocking pieces configured to be positioned to said game 
boara^aqd 

(c) one or more^sqring pieces configured to be positioned to said game 
board. 
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10 2. The game of claim 1 wherein the blocking pieces are positioned on said game 
board by tossing each of said blocking pieces onto said game board. 

3. The game of dt^jm ^wherein the blocking pieces are tossed onto said general 
scoring area to define a s^oii^cscormg area. 
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4. The game of claim 3 whereto said scoring pieces are positioned on said game 
board by tossing each of said blockingsoieces onto said game board.

5. NJhe game of claim 1 wherein each of the blocking pieces includes a magnet 
20 for fixedl^Rpsitioning the blocking pieces to the game board. 

6. The game bCxIaim 1 wherein each of the scoring pieces includes a magnet for 
fixedly positioning the Mocking pieces to the game board. 
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The game of claim 1 wh^ein: 

(i) the game board has a^tQD surface with a base attachment means; 

(ii) the blocking pieces have snsomplenrientary attachment means; and 
.(iii) the base attachment means anticomplementary attachment means 

cooperate to affix the blocking pieces to the game board.

20. A game comprising: 

(a) a game board; 

(b) one or more receiving pieces for positioning on said game^oard to 
30 define one or more general scoring areas; 
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(c) one or more blocking pieces for positioning on said game board to 
define one or more specific scoring areas; and 

(d) one or more scoring piecesxfor positioning on said game board. 

5 2"K The game of claim 20 wherein the receiving pieces are positioned on said 
gameJ board by tossing each of said blocking pieces onto said game board. 
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22. The^game of claim 20 wherein the blocking pieces are positioned on said 
game board Grossing each of said blocking pieces onto said game board. 

23. The game of blaim 20 wherein the blocking pieces are tossed onto said 
general scoring areas tos^efine the specific scoring areas. 

24. The game of claim 20 N^lterdkLsaid scoring pieces are affixed to said game 
board by tossing each of said blocking pieces onto said game board. 

25. The game of claim 20 wherein eaclrVDf the blocking pieces includes a magnet 
for fixedly positioning the blocking pieces on tn^game board. 

26. The game of claim 20 wherein each of the scaring pieces includes a magnet 
for fixedly positioning the blocking pieces on the game Board. 
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
